Foutowisa tho example of several 
northern ports, Amoy lias presonted an 
address to HB. M.'s Minister ; but 
whilo tho formor havo gonerally asked 
for concessions, Amoy has confined 
itself to an exposition of griovances. 
Shaugha! has not suffered, alone, from 
the opprossive war taxation ‘which 
gavorise to so much excitement horo, 

short timo ago. In Ningpo, as wo 
lately pointed out, business ns been 
nearly ‘stopped by official exactions; 
tnd the foreiga restdonts in Amoy now 
‘complain that trade is drivon from tho 
port, by similarly illegal measures. In 
fact, proof culminates on proof till the 
most scoptical must bo satisfiod, that 
Article xxvin of the ‘Tientsin treaty 
is worso than a dead iottor. 

‘Mr. Barrow has mentioned a fentare 
in tho Chinese character, which may 
tend to explain why this and other 
concessions, to which nominal assent 
uns beon gained, have proved of so 
little real valuo. Asa direct refusal,” 
hho observes, “to any requost, would 
betray a want of good breeding, every 
proposal finds their immediate acqui 
eonce; they promiso without he 
tion, bat generally disappoint by the 
invention of some slight pretonco or 
plansible objection” “And who, ta the 

ictates of good breeding are’ added 
those of fear or policy, wo now know 
by experionco how much reliance can 
bo placed on their falfilment of engage- 
mouts, however formally entored into. 
Amoy merchauts cau speak practical. 
ly in. at least ono caso. Instead of 
the 9p por cont ca valorem wil fe wens 
stipulated that British prodaco should 
pay on its way into tho interior, taxes 
varying in amount {rom 7} per eont ou 
Grey Shirtings and 8 per cont on Drills, 
to 23} per cout on Camlots and 30 per 
cent on Flannel, have now been long 
levied. As usual, the motivo first al- 
loged for their imposition, was to raiso 
funds for the sappression of the ‘Tao- 
ping robellion ; and whon oventually the 
remnants of tho Tion-wang’s forces 
established thomselves at Changehow, 
within thirty miles of the port, 
ratos wore furthor rnisod to the exorbi 
tant scale from which wo havo quoted, 
and which is still maintained. »‘Thoro 
is, Sir John Davis tolls us, “a sot of 
Inws existing under this jealous Tartar 
governmont, which make all transac- 
tions of Ohiueso with foreigners, with- 
out an oxpress Jiconse, traitorous, and 
it forms a torrible engino of extortion 
for tho construction of the terms of tho 
liconso as well as of tho particular ro- 
gulations from time to timo ouncted, 
opens a wide field for injustice under 
tho forms of law.” ‘Tho Hong mor- 
chants wore squoczed by government, 
Dut obtained unlimited license to 

yueezo foreignors in return, to the 
highost pitch of ondarancs. "At ono 
timo, we aro told, an express nuthority 
wan granted thom to lovy charges at 
thoir own discretion on tho foroign 
trade, for the avowed purpose of pay- 
ing tho domands of tho mandarins. 
her annual charges wore levied to 
defray debts of individnal merchants. 
to foroignors, aud the debts being liqn 
dated, tho charges wero continaed. 
Substituto tho torm Government offi 
als gonorally, for Hong morehants, 
description giren by Sir John 
Davis of proceedings five-and.twonty 
or thirty yours ago, at Canton, applics 
nceurately to tho presont timo. ‘The 
feasibility of lovying Iago sums from 
foreign trado has been discovered, aud 
the necessity which lod to the discovery 
having passed away, tho “ charges are 
continued.”

So far every purpose seemed 
to be attained and the matter settled 
satisfictorily, when so energotic ad- 
verse influence was brought t0 bear on 
the Council, that they again wrote to 
the Consul ‘withdrawing trom the ar- 
rangement entered into at their own 
roquost, giving as « reason simply that 
it was objected to by certain persons 
whose promises overlooked the - 
bd garden, Now in the intorest of the 
ic, wo protest aguinst this decis- 
jon. "No private influence of this na- 
ture should be permitted to overrule 
what had already appeared to be right 
and proper to those empowered to 
judge and act in the matter. We 
1 a delicate taste boing of- 
feuded by another triumph of monu- 
mental genius which uprears it un- 
cefal form in tho same neighbour- 
ood, We have not, we admit, been 
happy in our first public attempt io
